Jews in Egypt lost the name "Jehovah, 
restored through Moses, 1343(2); why 
the interior things of the Word were not 
discovered to the Tews, 2520(5); by rep- 
resentatives something of the diurdi was 
exhibited amongst the Jews and Israetites; 
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in thdr rites they were strictly t^uiid to 
exhibit such representations, 3x47(10); 
by the seed of Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, 
is not meant their posterity, because diey 
were the worst of all nations, but they 
who are in goods and truths from the 
I^ord, 3373(3); interior things were not 
discovered to the Jews lest they should 
profane them; on tms accoimt they are also 
kept in unbelief at this day, 3398(3), 3480;

hereditary evil was such with them, that 
they did not admit of regeneration, 4317; 
they yielded in temptations which were 
only external, 43x7(6); the internal his- 
torical sense in its api^cation to the 
Jewish Chiurch, how it destroyed all good 
and truth in itself. Gen. xxxiv. 4425-4522;
